As per Article No.. 46u). once a member is declared a 
defaulter, he ins to clear .be dues Within six montns irom 
the date of default announced by the Council. 

The provisions of the above Articles have to be amended 
(Jo give a harmonious meaning, because Article No. 11 speaks 
of suspension and expulsion from the membership wh.le Arti¬ 
cle 46 (a) governs the situation arising out of the default. 
Both situations arise where a member fails to pay his cues 
to the Exchange. 

Further, the above Articles were adopted at the time c( 
incorporation of the Stock Exchange on the pattern of .he 
provisions of other Stock Exchanges. The underlying princi¬ 
ple was to recover the dues to the Stock Exchange oy 
auction of the membership. 

However, this scNario has undergone vast change in the 
last five years. The woiking of the Regional S ock Ex¬ 
changes have been affected seriously. Once a member is 
declared defaul.er, there is at present no scope for auction¬ 
ing the membership. Consequently, the money p.iid by 
the Stock Exchange on behalf of the member stands blocked, 
without any chance of recovery. Hence it is proposed to 
grant sufficient time to the members to settle their dues and 
get-re-admitted to the membership of the Exchange.

Amended Article No. 46 (a) 

A member’s right of membership shall lapse and vest with 
the CAcuouge irmiicaiaieiy no is ueeiared a defaulter. The 
memo or wno is declaied a deiauuer shall torieii all his, 
rigmS and puvileges as a member or me Cxcnange, including 
any ngui to use or or any ciaim upx> or any interest in 
any property or iunus of me Lxcnango. In case the default 
is lecuned wunm 43 days from tne date ot default an¬ 
nouncer by me Council, he can be considered for re- 
aiumssion. 

However, the Council nmy consider extending the period 
of re-aumission 10 two years tor uonahue reasons ana re- 
auiiiii a detauhed member after imposing a penalty/re-' 
admission ite ot Rs. iu,buO/- subject to me following con¬ 
ditions :— 

(a) The member should settle all the dues to the Ex¬ 
change with interest at the rate of 12% p.a. 

(b) He should submit a certificate from a Chartered 
Accountant confirming that no money is due from 
him to any investor. 

Tho above provisions will be applicable to the members 
already declared as defaulters or who may be declared in 
future, but wiil not apply to cases where the membership has 
already been transferred through auction to a bidder who 
has been admitted as a member of tbe Exchange in accor¬ 
dance with these presents. Further, in the first instance, 
the, period of two years will start from the dale of mseruon 
of this Article. 

Reasons for amendments 

As per Article No. 11, if a member fails to pay his dues 
to the Stock Exchange, he may bo suspended from tho mem¬ 
bership if he fails to clear the dues within the prescribed 
time after due notice. If he still fails to make the payment 
within further period of two months, he may be expelled by 
the Council. 


Composite Corporate Member 

(a) A corporate member admitted to membership under 
Article 34 may in combination with one or more 
corporate members similarly admnted OR one or 
more corporate member in combination with indi¬ 
vidual Member/Members of the Exchange may 
constitute themselves into a “COMPOSITE COR¬
